TREATMENT OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL. 


The Plants, if in the least wilted, should be placed with paper about them in shallow pans with water comfortably warm 
to the hand, where they should remain twenty minutes to half an hour; this restores their vigor, revives their leayes and in- 
creases their vitality. 

Soil, for potting, should be composed of rotted sod about two-thirds, and one-third well rotted cow manure thoroughly 
mixed together. Where rotted sod cannot conveniently be procured, good, rich garden soil, with the addition of one-third 
or one-fourth well composted manure thoroughly incorporated together, will answer a very good purpose. 

Potting. Do not use too large pots at first potting, one size larger than those that the plants were originally grown in are 
best, and as the pots become filled with roots the plants should be repotted Put a few pieces of broken pots in the bottom of 
the pots and be careful to press the soil firmly about the roots Do not fill the pots quite full of soil, but leave about half an 
inch space to receive water. One thorough watering should be given, soaking the soil to the bottom of the pots; place ina 
sheltered place where they will not be exposed to the wind or sun for two or three days, or until they commence to grow.

HOW TO GROW. In selecting a spot to plant your roses, 
choose one where they will have full sunlight all day, if possi- 
ble, and never near large trees or in shady situations, as the 
rose delights in asunny, airy position. Roses are very partial 
to a clay loam soil, but will do well in any ordinary soil if 
well enriched with thoroughly rotted manure. In preparing 
the bed, dig it up thoroughly to the depth of twelve to eighteen 
inches, as rose roots penetrate deep when they have a chance. 
When you have planted, keep the ground loose by frequent 
stirring to the depth of one or two inches. An occasional 
soaking with weak manure water is a great help to them, and 
will make your plants bloom freely and increases the size of 
the buds.

The ground should be spaded 
deeply and thoroughly, and a good compact of well decom- 
posed and finely pnlverized manure or rich loam spread over 
the ground. Now sow the seed, and, if possible, use a roller 
to firm the ground. This, in our opinion, is the best method 
to pursue. When the grass has grown two or three inches in 
height, use the lawn mower. The weeds and foul grass can 
be killed out by frequent clipping. As a guide for the proper 
quantity to order, we may state that one pound of Fancy 
Lawn Mixture will sow 15x20 feet; five bushels is required to 
sow anacre.

TEXAS BLUE GRASS.

Some years ago a knot-grass, under the name of Polygonum 
Sachalinense, was introduced as an ornamental plant from 
the Garden of Acclimatation, at Moscow. It grew vigorously 
and has been recommended for use onriver banks and in 
other positions where talland fast-growing perennials are 
needed. Itisarather handsome plant, with amooth, green 
leaves, and leaf-stalks of cardinal red. Its flowers produce a 
good deal of nectar, and are much frequented by bees. This 
Polygonum has especial interest just now, hower, as a forage 
plant, since it has been recommended in several Euro- 
pean journals for that purpose. Young plants quickly 
push up fresh roots in all directions, and will soon occupy an 
area a yard square. These shoots, when young, are edible, 
and when blanched they can be used as asparagus, although 
they are not of so higha quality. When they have grown 
from three to five feet high, these shoots can be cut and fed to 
cattle, which seem to relish them very much, It would be 
worth while to try the plant where no other forage plant will 
grow, especially since it has such endorsements as MM. 
Edouard Andre and Gustave Huot. Its yield of green fod- 
der is said to be from 60 to 120 tons per acre, and it might 
prove a valuable crop for ensilage. It isin favor of Sacaline 
that it belongs to the same family as plants of such economic 
value as buckwheat and rhubarb.

No Insect Enemies. 


Among all that has been written in regard to Sacaline, we 
fail to discover that the plant is ever affected by disease or 
by insect enemies. Clover and other forage plants are subject 
to fungus growth. Clover will not grow in wet soil, where 
Sacaline will revel. Lathyrus Sylvestris is extremely diffi- 
cult to establish. Few, if any, of these are able to stand a 
drought of any length. 


Cultivation and Planting. 

The cultivation of Sacalineis very simple. Our experiments 
with the seed were not made until June, and the seed, bei 
of last pone crop, germinated in about two weeks. See 
should be procured as early as possible, and sown in boxes 

of very rich soil kept ‘very wet, and protected from 
frost. The plants should afterwards be set out three feet 
apart each way. The seed may also be sown where wanted, 
and the plants thinned out properly afterwards. By far — 
the quickest results, however, will be obtained by procur- 
ing roots and setting these out at any time of the year 
three feet apart each way. They will begin to pow cay 
and soon cover the entire field. Plants with foliage 
make even a quicker growth, but these should not be set 
out until danger of frost injuring the roots is past. 


The roots can be planted even where other crops of 
grass, clover or lucerne are growing, as they 
soon outgrow these. 


Where very large tracts are to be planted, we would 
recommend the plants. Where economy is necessary, we 
would recommend the roots, as these can be carried ina — 
bag by the planter and quickly inserted by means of a tool 
that will make a hole | to 1 inch in diameter and 6 to8 
inches deep, into which the roots can be dropped and — 
covered. In this way thousands can be plan by one 
man in a day.
